The Carson Trustees recently 
held a meeting to consider what 
should be done to protect the city 
against scarlet fever, and recom- 
mended that the public schools be 
temporarily closed. Drs. White 
and Smart were present by invita- 
tion of the Board, and were called 
upon to give medical and other ad- 
vice concerning the matter.

The authori- 
ties read state in substance that 
the primary cau-es of the disease 
are epidemical and contagious; that 
while it is rare, nevertheless the 
fact of a person once having the 
disease does not preclude the per- 
son from having it again; that it
